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Although the vote of California for 
Presideatial Electors has not yet been 
officially declared,the Sacramento Bee 
gave the totals last evening, the fig- 
ures being taken from the returns iv 
the Secretary of State’s office. The 
Bee's footings give Hancock an average 
majority. over Garfield of only 65 
votes. Edgerton is the highest 
man on the Republican ticket, 
and is elected over Terry by & major- 
ity cf 463 votes. Every Republican 
candidate for elector received more 
votes than Terry did. Del Valle re- 
ceived the highest vote on the Dem- 
-ocratic ticket. 


The Medical Record of New York 
gives an account of a case of poison- 
ing from homospathic granules of 
‘“‘nux” self-administered bya young 
lady for sick headache. The dose had 
otiginally been five pellets, but, suf- 
fering from an unusually severe at- 
tack of headache, the young lady took 
five doses of fourteen pellets each— 
Seventy granules in all. She was 
dangerously poisoned, but was saved 
by the prompt administration of the 
proper antidotes. Her experience 
shows that homepathic medicine is 
not quite so harmless as sugar plums, 


Capt. Ayres, the inventor of the 
bell rope system of signalling on rail- 
road trains, died recently. Before 
1842 there was no means of communul- 
nication between the conductor and 
the engineer of trains. In that year 
Ayers, who was then a conductor, in- 
augurated the present system by run- 
ning a cord over the cars to the engine, 
where it was fastened to a stick of 
wood. A conflict of authority shortly 
afterwards ensued between Ayers ‘and 
the engineer ofhis train. Ayers beat 
the engineer in a battle with the fists.

WASHINGTON Nov. 26. 

Horace White and F. W. Whitbride, 
representing the Independent Repub 
licans of New York, to-day presented 
General Garfield with an address con- 
gratulating him on his election, which 
sealed the approval of the principles 
he had advocated, and promised him 
their support in carrying them out. 
They gave him their cordial support 
because of his avowed and determin- 
ed advecacy of civil service reform. 
They dwelt on the danger of a quad- 
riennial election for President when 
the spoils are the reward of party su- 
premacy. No other governmeot ex- 
poses its trusted servants to begging 
onthe hazard of an election. The 
abuses of half a century’s growth are 
not reformed ina day. We believe, 
however, public opinion is in advance 
of any reform in the civil ‘service 
heretofore attempted, and that you 
may safely establish rules for eotrance 
to all subordinate positions which 
shall make ascertained merit the sole 
test of appoiotment, discarding both 
partisan service and party affiliation 
from the list of qualifications. Ip 
this way a new basis may be gradu- 
ally gained for civil service to rest on, 
so that hereaftey go political party in 
its hour of triumph shall look on pub- 
lic officers as an enemy’s camp subject 
to indiscriminate pillage. If the civil 
service shall receive the same states- 
manlike treatment at your hands as 
President that you have bestowed up- 
on itas a member of Congress and 
public teacher, you will be entitled to 
the gratitude of your countrymen and 
a verdict which history awards to 
those who have wisely used great op- 
portunity. Signed by F. A. With- 
ridge, George Wallon Green, Henry 
Van Dusen, Horace White, George 
Haven Putmam, Felix Kaffman, N. S.

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CONCERNING NEVADA'S 


INSANE. 


It is evident’that Nevada cannot af- 
ford to build a $300,000. Insane Asy- 
lum in Reno or elsewhere. Theelab- 
orate plans furnished by Mr. Cook of 
Sacramento are, therefore, beyond the 
means of the State. The Legisiature 
should, however, be williog to make 
for the purpose a moderate appropri- 
_ gtion —sayv $75,000 or $100,000. The 
contract with the Stockton institutiovo 
expires next February. The Leyisla- 
ture will be, therefore, compelled to 
make some provision fer the care of 
the State’s insane from that time. 
They must either build or let a new 
contract. 

The question vf the care of the ina- 
save of Nevada has so far principally 
been discusred from-s tinancial stand- 
point. But there are other cousidera- 
tions, equal.y as important us those of 
money. Care should be tiken to see 
that the asylum to be built should be 
constructed in accordance with the 
best systems in use fur the keeping of 
the insave. 
late years given much attention to the 
treatment of insanity. The belief is 
‘gaiving ground that the old method 
of locking up the insane in an asy- 
lum, like wild beasts in a cage, is ¢ 
mistake. The cottage plat for the 
keeping of the insane, as in use in 
Scotiand and on the Cvntivent, 
growing in favor. There is in the 
United States a society formed for the 
study of insavity. It is known as the 
Nutionul Association for the Protec- 
tion of the Insane and the Prevention 
of Iusanity, and was organized last 
June in Cleveland, Okie, by a com. 
miitee appointed for that purpose ata 
meeting held at Cooper Union, New 
York, about a year ago. George Win. 
Curtis was chairman, and the commit- 
tee was appointed by him. The of. 
ficers of the association are: H. B. 
Wilbur, M. D.,- President: Nathan 
Allen, M.v.,L. L. D, Vice- Presi 
dent; Miss A. A. Chevaillier, Secreta- 
ry; Geo. M. Beard, M. D., Treasurer. 
Its headquarters are, we believe, in 
New York. It would be we!l for our 
State Board of Commissioners to com- 
municate with the associativn and get 
all the information possibie,before de- 
ciding upon any plan for an asylum. 

There is something horrible .in the 
very potion of an-insane asylum te 
sensitive people. It suggests the idea 
6f a huge prison with barred windows, 
wherefthe raving mad and the harmless 
deranged are shut up together. The 
burnieg of the immense asylum in 
Minnesota recently threw fresh light 
on the horrors of the prison plan for 
the insane. The herding together of 
the insane must increase and intensify 
their insanity. Down with the sys- 
tem. It has flourished long enough. 
It belongs to a darker age than this. 

Here is s method of treatment which 
is rational, humane and economical. 
[t commends itself to the approval of 
all who are capable of sympathy for 
the poor lunatic. The New York 
Pribune endorses the method, and de- 
scribes it as follows: 


The cottage plans of hospitals are 
different in detail, but based on one 
general theory that money should not 
be spent on enormous, solid and costly 
buildings, inxdequately manned with 
ine flicient keepers and nurses, but on 
ibexpensive, scattered, séparate small 
houses, each of which should have its 
family of patients under the motherly 
care of a competent, skilled matron. 
The Gurative treatment, in a word, is 
individual, not collective; and an ef- 
fort is made to supplv the influence 
of the family; to keep the patient, sick 
in body or mind, in a wholesome and 
cheerfulheme, Our readers are fa- 
miliar with the peculiar experiment at 
Gheel, and its long continued, un- 
varying success. Our State bureaus 
are too energetic in dealing with their 
helpless wards to try any advised ex- 
“ys er ted They have a big job of 

enevolence to get rid of,and a big 
sum of money to lay out. The quick- 
est way to have done with it is to 
build a tremendous house, and lump 
all the misery in together to fare as 
best it can.”

THE BULLION TAX. 


It appears that a strong effort will 
be made in the Legislature this winter 
to secure such a change in the Bullion 
Tax Act as will exempt from taxation 
slums, tailings, and ores whose gross 
yield does not exceed $-244 per ton;

Then in buying at home one hag the 
advantage of personal selection, ,also 


saving time and express charges. 
Much of the large snm paid for mon- 
ey orders here goes to build up _retail- 
ersin other places. This is a bad 
state of things. Reno can never keep 
up first-class busiuess houses by pat- 
ronizing outside establishments. 

An illustration of the folly of send- 
ing away for goods is afforded by the 
following example: A Reno man re- 
cently received from a retail cutlery 
establishment,, in Toledv, Ohio, 
pamphlet containing descriptions and 
prices of their stock in trade. In look- 
ing it over he Saw a description of a 
razor strop of a peculiar pattern. = It 
wus just what he wanted. So he 
wrute for thearticle, enclo<iug a post- 
office order fur 75 cents, the price ad- 
vertised. In two weeks time 
he received the strop. It was a good 
one and worth the money. But since 
he has ascertained that a local dealer 
has exactly the same strop for sale at 
the same price. 
have procured whut he wanted right 
here in Reno without any loss of time. 
The article was really cheaper here, 
because there was & commissivn of ten 
cents on the order. 

The hxbit of sending away for 
things grows fast and fairly gets to be 
u vice at last.

Francisco for a pnutmeg-grater than 
buy one a home, If anyone want- 
an article for common use, the chances

sale here. If not, any local deuler, 
if the article is in the class

There 
are hundreds of books ordered from 
publishers or from San Francisco, 
that could be got as quickly and 
as cheaply through some local dealer. 
On the other hand, if local dealer- 
would take pains,to advertise and keep 
their business Constantly before the 
public, there would be less importing 
done by their customers, The busi 
ne-s men who advertise the most are 
usually these who complain the least 
of the evil ahove discussed.

A Representative Nevada Railroxud— 
Its Trade, Profits and Prespects. 


Reno people read with interest fast’ 


now anything that pertains to rail- 
roads or railroad building. There 
has never been a railroad built in the 
great basin that hs nog been bril- 
liantly successful as a financial invest- 
ment. The Austin road# picking up 
daily and its future isagsured. The 
Eureka road runs 90 miles through a 
perfect desert, with the exception of a 
few hay ranches on Pige Creek. There 
is not a mining camp “n the line that 
contributes anything orth y of notice 
to its support. It hails in some wood 
and charcoal, but the bulk of its busi- 
ness is for Eureka abd its two great 
mines, In 1879 the net earnings of 
the road were $365,000, or just a thou- 
sand dollars a day.. 
IT HAS PAID A PROFIT 

every ‘month since it was built and 
has now a steady and profitable busi- 
ness, although the rates have been 
lowered and the earnings this year 


will be less than last. The owners 
have gooe on the priaciple that a 
mining camp is’ uncertain and the 
business of the road is liable to stop 
et any time, leaving their property 
worthless, and thefefore they ought to 
get big rates. until they get their 
money back. The road was beyuuv in 
1873, and in 1875 it was completed. 
It cost $1,350,000, The line is not as 
favorable az the Nevada Central’s. It 
has some summits to cross, yet itis a 
very well operatéd road and the 90 
miles’ ride is net any more tedious 
than the same distance on the Central 
road.

A SAD ACCIDENT. 


L. M. Meder Shot by Supe:intendent 
Crawford in Carson. — 


L. M. Meder was accidentally shot 
in Carson at 5:30 rp, m. on Wednesday

The Appeal gives this 
account of the accident: 

“Mr. Crawford had been out to 
Swift’s Springs in the afternoon, en- 
gaging in the turkey shoot. He use! 
a Wiochester rifle, and after empty- 
ing the mayazine of the shots, laid 
the weapon down ona bench. It is 
supposed that while the gun lay there 
with several others, sorze one of the 
shooters picked it up and loaded it, 
supposing it to be his own. Several 
guns of the same make lay on the 
bench, and that such a mistake oc- 
curred is not improbable. 
return to Mr. Meder’s house, where 
he boards, Mr. Crawford sat down by 
the stove in the sitting room to clean 
the weapon. He pushéda greased 
rag down the barrel, and then hold- 
ing it between hig knées, opened the 
lock to extract the rag. Here the gun 
was discharged and the ball passed 
through the wall, about six feet from 
him above the wainscoting into the 
dining room. Several persons were 
seated at the table eating and con- 
versing. Mr? Meder had just arisen 
from his seat, and was passing around 


the end of the table, pear the side-. 


bvard, when the ball eatered his side. 
Throwing up his hands he fell to the 
floor, saying, ‘‘My God! I am shot.” 
All rushed to the spot where he was 
lying, und those who pieked him up 
found the blood oozing from h's side. 
A momeot later Mr Orawford ‘&p- 
peared, and when he saw what hap- 
pened was nearly beside himself with 
rief.” 

The bal! entered Mr. Meder’s left 
side, passed out near tle spine in the 
region of the kidneys, and was found 
on the floor, The weund was con- 
sidered dangerous but not necessarily 
fatal.

A GazerTTe representative fell ino 
with Charles Lux a day or two since 
and had a pleasant chat with him. 


with a solid body and large head, a 
very big face, devoid of beard. His 
wonderful success as a lanf owner 
and cattle raiser has given him fame. 
He came te California 30° years ago 
when all the San Joaquin country 
swarmed with cattle, and when the 
grass grew high and had not been 
eaten out. . The firm of Miller & Lux 
are now and have been for years tho 
heaviest butchersin California. They 
kill 1,600 beeves a month — 1,- 


ns 400 in San Francisco and 200 in San 


Jose. They also kill 2,600 seep per 
mooth, or 100 a day, 40 lambs a day 
in season,and 400 hogs a'mosth. Seven- 
teen men are employed in and about 
the butcher shop. They sell all their 
meat to jobbers. Everything is 
turned into money. Hides, hoofs, 
horns and offal of all kinds. They 
ship 2,500 head of beef cattle a year 
from Nevada. Mr. Lux thinks there 
must be a quarter of a million head of 
cattle in Nevada, and says if there 
was wivter feed there would be room 
for a hundred thuvusand more. There 
is summer feed for that many now, 
but 00 winter-feed. 

IN ANSWER TO A QUESTION 
whether cattle could not be shipped 
in and fattened during the summer 
and then shipped ovt, he said they 
could no‘, because they wouid nov re- 
cover from their journey on the cars 
in time to fatten in une short season. 


He says cattle fattea in Nevada very 
quickly and fall away very quickly 
when the conditions are unfavorable. 
Beeves should be killed while on the 
increase in weight and not when they 
are falling off.

He says that he has always 
hadaranch 11 miles out from San 
Francisco, where be kept a few hun- 
dred of his finest cattle. When

Now, we of 
the interior deserts, the death valley 
of the American Continent, present 
cluims of ne less importance, and ask 
that Coogress will aid by lands or 
Muney, or both, in some way to tu'ly 
demonstrate the practicability of get- 
ting »n abuodance of water by sink- 
ing artesian wells in our unsightly 
and werthless deserts. It has been 
faily proven that the interior deserts 
are as productive as any lands, hardly 
excepting the Mississippi bottoms, 
provided water for irrigation can be 
obtained, Itis my opinion that an 
abundance can be had at less than 500 
feet in depth, which, if successful, 
would bring into market many mil- 
lions of acres that otherwise will ever 
romain absolutely worthless.

The Of- 
ficial Returns all in at .ast.

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Jackson Ferguson, Supervisor of 
the Census for the State of Nevada, 
accompanied by R. R. Brouner, a spe- 
cial U. S. Census Agent from Wash- 
ington, arrived in Reno Monday, 
Mr. Fergusun informed #4 GazErTreE re- 
porter that the official returng, of the 
census of Nevads had been completed. 
The last folio was made up at Wads- 
worth Monday, on his way here. 
The law required the census to be 
completed in June last. A complete 


census was in that month obtained of 
every county in the State except Hum- 
boldt and Lincoln, Returous from 
Union, Golconda and Mt. Rose divis 

ion of Humboldt, and from two divis 

ions of Lincoln county were wanting. 
Vexatious delays have occurred in 
gathering and completing the returos 
from these two counties. 

Mr. Ferguson had not access to his 
books Monday. He was, therefore, 
unable to vive the exact figures of ‘the 
census. He stated, however, that the 
total population of the State is very 
close tov 60,000—not more than 200 
above or below those figures. The 
returns show a general gain through 
out the State over the last censu+. It 
was expected that Storey county 
wonld show agreat falling off, but its 
present population is betwaen 16,000 
and 17,000, an incresse wf about 
4,500 over its population in 1870. The 
exact official tivures of the census of 
the State will appear in a few days. 

Mr. Fergu-on thinks that. the enu- 
merators ip Nevada did not receive 
sufficient Colpensation, Their pay 
was obly $6 per day. In some in- 
stances it had cost them $4 per day, 
fora number of days at a time, for 
horse hire. The cause of the long de- 
lay in getting re'urns from Humboldt 
and Lincoln counties was partly the 
insufficient pay.

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The Wales Con. Fire. 

Superintendent Griffith ofthe Wales 
Con. mine went west Monday nigit. 
He was interviewed by » Gazerrs re- 
porter.The late firestarted in the*black- 
smith shop at the south end of the 
hoisting-works building. The wind 
was from the south, and the flames 
were driven through the building to- 
wards the shaft.

Reno when the road is completed. 
There.is no reason why the pretty 
town on the banks of the Truckee 
should not become a large aod flour- 
ishing city. It can never become so, 
however, unless Capital goes io there 
and utilizes its magnificent water 
power in manufacturing enterprises. 
The agricultural, grazing and mining 
country around Reno would not sup- 
port a large population there. The 
Comstock absorbs all the agricultural 
products that can be produced. Reno 
itself could use them were its own 
people producing something which 
would bring money in. Once the 
road north is completed and the grain, 
vegetables, etc., of Oregon can be laid 
down at Virginia and Reno for much 
less than they can be produced at 
home. Consequently, unless the 
Renoites engage extensively in manu- 
facturing enterprises, the Oregon rail- 
road will not prove an unmixed bless- 
ing to the ambitious little Nevada

THE PISTOL ACA. 


Peter Dalton Takes a Shot at A. Nadon 
Tuesdxy—No One Hurt—Dalton Up 
For Exumination 


Peter Dalton, the restauranter, had 
an altercation with A. Nadon, the 
blacksmith, Tuesday. After some 
words had passed, Dalton drew a pis- 
tol, and in the struggle that ensued a 
shot was discharged which went very 
close to Nadon's head but did no 
harm. The encounter took place in 
front of the City Hotel on Virginia 
street, north of the railroad track, 
Dalton appeared for examination io 
the Justice’s Court at 2 Pp. M.,ona 
charge of assault with intent to kill. 
Nadon was the first witness culled for 
the prosecttion. He testified sub- 
stantially as fullows: 


On my way to breakfast Tuesday 
I met Peter Dalton on Vemer’s 
corner. He spoketo me and I twld 
him I wanted nothing to do with him. 
I then went to breakfast. On my 
way back. Dalton came out of the bar- 
room of the City Hotel and asked me 
what business I had to insult his wife; 
Ltold him that was not so and to shut 
his mouth; he then pulled his pistol 
out and | struck his arm and the 
pistol fell te the ground; we both 
tried to pick itap and he got it; I 
threw him dewn in the struggle; he 
held the pistol in beth hands pvinted 
towards my face; I tried to taks it 
from hig and he let one shot come; 
then J struck him and some one came 
and helped me take the pistol from 
him; the oall went by my head and 
through the balcony overhead. 


The examination in the case of 
Peter Dalton, charged with an assault 
with intent to kill A. Nadon, continu- 
ed all Tuesday afternoon and even- 
ing and was resumed next morning. 


[t is vot likely to close until some- 
time during to-day. Naden was the 
only witness examined Tuesday and 
the gist of his testimony was given in 
the GazeTre of Tuesday. Tu:dy 
the clerk in Demer’s grocery was cull- 
ed by the prosecution; als» Saulter, 
the proprietor of the City Hotel. 
The clerk’s testimony was not im- 
portant, Saulter testified that Dalton 
came to the hotel Tuesday morning 
looking for Nadon and said that he 
wanted to ‘put a head on” Nadoa. 
Witness afterwards saw Nadon and 
Dalton struggling in the street. Na- 
don had Dalton down, and Dalton 
held in his hands a pistol which he 
wus trying to aim at Nadon and which 
Ne»don was trying to turn aside. 

Evidence for the cGefence wrs 
given last evening. Dalton’s explana- 
tion of the cause of the quarrel is thac 
Nadon had outrageously in-ulted Mrs. 
Dalton. He says that Nudon had 
made improper proposals to Mrs. 
Dilton and had gone to the back door 
of her house on Monday evening, and 
tried to get admittance. Nadon dves 
not deny the latter allegation. He 
says he went to the house “to get 
some dishes” which he had lent Dal- 
ton. The evidence is all taken down 
in writing and the case drags along 
very siowly. Mrs. Dalton's evidence 
is expected to be rather racy.

NEVADA'S VOTE. 


The Official Count Gives Hancock a 
Majority of 741--The Electoral Vote 
cf Lander and Nye Counties Ex- 
cluded— Gross Carelessness and in- 
excusable Negligence. 


The State Board of Canvassers met 
Tuesday, says the Carson Times, and 
examined the election returns so far 
as received from the several counties 
in the State. No returns were re- 
ceived from Nye county, owing to 
the gross and inexcusable neglect of 
that county's Cummirsioners, and no 
certificate was received from Lander 
county. Both counties were there- 
fore excluded, and had the vote in 
this State been closer the result of 
their exclusion might have been a vic- 
tory for Garfield. In the Elko coun- 
ty returns the name of J. C,. McTarna- 
han was spelled McFaroaban. Washoe 
county’s Clerk returned the name of 


O. H. Gray as O. H. Gey, and also 
gave Mortou’s mitials as E. FE. in- 
-tead of E. A. With the exception of 
Ormsby and Elko counties the vote 
fur Electors was included with that 
for the remainder of the ticket. Mi- 
nor faulty could be pa-sed over, but 
not such glaring errors of omission as 
shown in the case of Lander and Nye 
counties, There can be no good ex- 
cuse for such delay and inaccuracy. 
E.ch county in the State was long 
since supplied with twenty-five copies 
of the election law, which expres-ly 
provides that the vote for Electors of 
Presid: nt and Vice Presideot of the 
United States shall be cauvassed on 
the fourth Monday after such elec- 
tion is held.

years ago, the writer, accom#panied by 
A. P. Safford, J. A. Banks and Lance 
Nightingill, while on the way to Car- 
son, saw the hot springs, near what is 
known as Hot Springs Station on the 
Ceutral Pacific Railroad, throw a 
volume of water, sufficient to run a 
saw mill, at least ten feet high above 
the sedimentary rocks, which svr- 
rounded the spring. The water con- 
tinued to flow for two and one-half 
minutes and then subside for a like 
period. This occurred at regular in- 
tervals during the twenty-five minutes 
which the travelers spent at the 
spring, but we have not heard of a 
similar occurrence at the Hot Springs 
since then. Two of the four persons 
who saw it have crossed the dark val- 
ley, but if any one doubts what is 
stated relative to the matter, he is re- 
spectfully referred to ex-Governor 
Staff.rd of Arizona.”
